By Rule II (F) of the Regwlations which have been framed by the 
Governor-General in Council, wkh the sanction of the Secretary of State, 
under section I (4) of ^e Indian Councils Act, 1892, for Bengal, it.is laid 
down that a nomination to one seat on the Bengal Council shall be made 
by the Lieutenant-Governor on the recommendation of the Senate of the 
University of Calcutta ; and in accordance with the provisions of Rule IV 
of the same Regulations, I am now directed to request that, with the 
permission of the Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor and the Syndicate, the 
necessary steps may be taken by the Senate of the University for 
^‘ecommending a person for nomination by the Lieutenant-Governor to 
hia Coflncil^fl the place of the Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, M. A., 
D.L., F. R. A. »S. , F. R. S. E., whose term of office res on the ifth 
August-, 1903. * • 

2. Rule V .Jr Regulations provides that, in the case of the 

Senate of the Uv^ 'V, the recommendation shall be made by'a maj6rity 
of the votes of l,Sini to suggest that it would probably be 

the moat convenient coWse to adopt* a procedure for taking the votes 
of the members of the Seiialbe similar to that whi6h has been followed by 
the University for taking the votes of Masters of Arts and other 
graduates for nomination of JFAlows. 

3. The date fixed for raking the votes should, with reference to 
Rule VII of the Regulations, be fi^xed so as to admit of the recommen^Ja- 
tioD of the Senate being transmitted to the Lieutenant-Governor *within 
a period of three months from the date of receipt of this letter. 

4. I'he Lidutenant-Governor considers that every candidate for 
Council should be nominated by a member of the Senate, and that no 
member should be allowed to nominate more than one candidate ; also 
that an early date should be fixed, 'after which no nornination Will be 
received. It will be observed that no restrictions are laid down in the 
Regulations regarding the qualifications of a candidate, and that it is 
left entirely open to the Senate to recommend whom they choose. I am 
to surest that it» would be desirable to prescribe that voting papers 
contaming the names of all the candidates nominated should be circulated 
to all tbev members of the Senate resident in India, and that these 
papers should either be filled up in the presence of the Registrar at the 
Senate House at certain prescribed hours, or be filled up in the presence 
of a Magutrate, by whom the voting paper would be countersigned as a 
guarantee of the identitv of the voters ; and that all voting papers, 
after they have been fiH^a'iip, shopld be lodged with the Registrar on^ 
before a prescribed hour and date, after which none should m receiver* ' 
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5, It should be the duty of the Registrar, after taking the poll 
of the votes, to submit the result of the poll without delay to the Chief- 
Secretary to Government, for the information of the Lieutenant-Governor.

By dispensing with further attendance*at lec- 
tures, the Syndicate would lower the standard and go 
against the au^ority of the Principal, as exercised under 
the rule laid down in paragraph 1 1. p^ge 364, tialendar for 
1903, which had the sanction of Government "the t*rin- 
cipal had used the discretion, vested in hihl rtioit lifaiirally, 
and only very bad cases had been rejefcted. Thj dairai- 
dates would not be ultimately benefited as they’wotiM 
not be in a position to appear at the Estamirtatioh unld^ 
sent up from the Medical College, of Which they 'wdfe fto 
longer students, and even if they were allowed to appeitt 
and did pass, they woul^ not be re-admitted to the MMical 
College. 

Babu Debendranath Ray also opposed the motion. 
He pointed out that the Rule under which the Principal 
acted, had been passed in the interests of Medical educa- 
tion. The class-rooms l\^d been over-crowded by the 
accumulated failed students of years, and it was only pro- 
per that the Principal should have the discretion to,dishli^ 
students who had showm no signs of aptitude for haedic&l 
study. At any rate, the Senate should not come to A 
decision before a reference to the Principal for infotMatiod 
and report. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar pointed out that the Rule relied Oh 
by the opposition, was not in existence before 1893. It wai 
passed when the Medical College ceased to he under the 
control of the Director of Public Instruction and fell 
under the management of the Inspector-General of Civil 
Hospitals. The University was not consulted in the 
matter, although the Rule clashed with one of its RegA- 
dations and rendered the Regulation nugatory, *So* 
long as the Rule remained a dead letter, nb actiod 
was necessary. But the time had come for an efie£- 
tual protest. The records of the University showed 
that candidates had passed even at the sixth dhancb, 
and the rule would limit their chances to two. The 
question of accommodation could hardly arise, when the 
number of passed F. A’s who joined the Medihal Coll^et 
WAA comparatively small. Even if it did arise, it co&ld be 
met by transferring the military class stu^hts to thh 
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G^eral tlospit^l. The Civil Engineering College imposed 
su<^ restrictions on a candidate’s chances of passing* 
The cat^didates were not guilty of any misc6nduct. Find- 

tljpy could not obtain the prescribed certificate, they 
applied to the University for redress. There is no 
reason why this course should be visited with severity. 
If not permitted to come up to the Examinations, the 
candidates would only go to swell the ranks of quacks. 

Mr. A. M. Bose urged that the opposition had missed 
the real point in the controversy. The University had 
laid down a condition which the Rule made it impossible 
for candidates to satisfy. Was the University helpless ? 
Were the medical students to be under a ban, when stu- 
dents in other Departments could come up to the Exami- 
nation as often as they wished ? Was it not an act of 
cruelty to dismiss students from Medical Study, after they 
had spent five years in the pursuit of it ? It was a reflec- 
tion on the Medical College authorities to apprehend 
the difficulties suggested by the opposition 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay, remarked 
that the Syndicate was unanimous in making the recom- 
mendation. The Senate had to look at the question from 
the University point of view, and not from the Medi- 
cal College point of view. Was it fair to lay down 
conditions which could not be satisfied ? It was pro- 
posed to make a concession only in favour of those 
who found it impossible, for no fault of their own, 
to satisfy the requirements of the University. Even 
the Universities Commission would not limit a can- 
date’s chances, except as regards the Matriculation Exa- 
mination. The argument of the opposition involved an 
assumption of hostility towards the University on the 
part of the Medical College authorities, which he for one, 
• wcTuld not readily impute to them. If the authorities 
committed themselves to the unwise course shadowed forth 
t:S>Vthe opposition, there was higher authority to appeal to. 
Jn the last resort, there were the sister Universities to fall 
back upon. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari observed that while he 
aubscribed to all that had been urged in support of the 
recommendation, he believed it would be more tactful 
to refer the application to the Principal of the Medical 
College with an expression of the view, the Senate were 
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disposed to take of the matter. The Rule had the sanc- 
tion of Government, and Government was not likely to 
rescind it ^he sister Universities could not be expected 
to help in the interests of failed students. ^ 

:Babu Debaprasad Sarbadhikari did not see the wisdom 
of making a ^reference to the Principal of the Medical 
College. If the apprehensions of the opposition were, 
after, all, realised, there should be a demand for another 
Medical College, and he for one, would pledge himself 
that the demand would be met. 

The Rev. A. P. Begg suggested a reference to the 
Faculty of Medicine. 

Babu Jogenchunder Dutt did not see there was any 
necessity for a reference to the Medical Faculty. The 
Faculty were fully repTesented at the meeting. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen remarked that the recom- 
mendation, if accepted, would prejudice no party. 

Mr. C. Little moved, as an amendment, that the 
matter be referred back the Syndicate, with the request 
that the opinion of the Principal of the Medical College 
be obtained on the questign, intimating to hin^ that the 
Senate is inclined to regard the application favourably and 
asking him to reconsider his decision. 

Shamsul-ulama Ataur Rahman seconded the amend- 
ment. 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari held that the permission 
proposed to be granted, would be inoperative, as the can- 
didates had already been dismissed from the Medical 
College. 

The Hon’ble Dr, Asutosh Mukhopadhyay observed 
that if the Senate were extremely anxious to bring on a 
conflict, they could do no better than court the opinion of 
the Principal of the Medical College.

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407. The Registrar laid befoire the Senate a letter from 
the Secretary to the Government of Indja, Legislative 
Department, intimating that the Government of India 
woul<f be glad to receive and consider' any expression 
of opinion which the Senate of the Calcutta University 
might desire to offer on the provision^ of the Bill to 
amend the Law relating to the Universities of British 
India, before the 31st instant. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor drew the attention 
of the Sefiate to the fact that the question before them was 
not at the same stage as when they discusssed the Univer- 
sities Commission Report. They had now to deal with a 
document precise and detailed. An open debate in the 
Senate might not be the most suitable procedure to adopt 
on the present occasion. « 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay moved 
that the Bill be referred to a Committee of nine members, 
with instructions to report to the Senate on or about the 
23rd instant. 

The Hon’ble Dr. AsutosH Mukhopadhyay pointed 
out that a criticism of details was feasible only in a 
Committee.

Babu Devaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the motion. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra proposed that the 
Committee should consist of 15 members. 

Babu Umeschandra Datta seconded the proposal. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu contended 
that the Bill involved principles, the details were left to 
be settled by Regulations. Hence, it would be better to 
consider the Bill in the Senate. 

, < Mr. Abdur Rahman expressed his approval of the 
princip\es of the Bill. In the “ Statement of Objects 
and Reasons,” it was declared that the religious Communi- 
tifes would all be represented on the Senate. This 
declaration had been received with gratitude by the 
Mahomedan Community. He hoped that they would 
likewise, be represented on the Syndicate. 

Rev. A. P. Begg remarked that the Senate might 
give expression to their views generally, and then refer 
the Bill to' the Committee. 
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The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor put the question 
to the vote in parts, with the result that it was carried, 
v'i) that the BMl should be referred to a Committee ; (ii) 
that the Committee should consist of nine and not 
fifteen members ; that the Committee should report to 
the Senate on or about the 23rd instant, the Senate meet- 
ing on the 2nd January, 1904, to receive the report.

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosb Mukhopadhyay seconded 
the motion, which was carried. 

444. The Hon’ble Dr. * Asuto.sh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — that in order to pass the M. A. Examination in 
Natural and Physical .science, a candidate be required to 
obtain a minimum aggregate of marks in the Practical 
Papers. 

Pabu Gaurisankar De seconded, and the Rev. Father 
K. Lafont, S.J., supported, the motion, which was carried. 

445. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay 
moved — that the minimum ag^gregate required (by the last 
Resolution) be fixed at 25 per cent. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., .seconded the motion. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler moved, as an amendment, that 
the minimum aggregate be fixed at 30 per cent. 

Mr. W. H. Arden Wood seconded the amendment, 
oKserving that it would not be difficult for the candidates 
to obtain 30 per cent in the aggregate. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S.J., pointed out that, having 
regard to the fact that candidates might be called upon 
to use instruments which they had never handled before, and 
to the further fact that defects in the instruments might 
materially* effect the result.s, especially when quantitative 
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results were demanded, the Practical Examination was by* 
no means so easy as it was supposed to be. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen supported the motion. 

In putting the amendment to the meeting, the Hon’ble 
the President* remarked that, in the course of his experience, 
which extended«over thirt3’-one years, he had found that 
students obtained considerably higher marks in the Practical 
Examination than in the Theoretical. He thought that 25 
per cent would be too low a minimum and that 30 per 
cent would be more reasonable.

Thirteen voted for the amendment, and eight against. 
The amendment was carried, and the original motion 
fell through. 

446. Dr. Nilratan Sarkar moved that the M. A. Prac- 
tical Examination in each of the Natural and Physical 
Science Groups, be conducted conjointly by two 
Examiners.

Hydro-chloric, nitric, carbonic, sulphuric, phosphoric^ acetic, oxalic, 
and tartaric. • 
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* The Hon'bie the President traced the development of 
the Scientific course in the University from the time when 
he came out to the Institution of the B, Sc. Degree. Speak- 
ing of Chemistry, he remarked that no practical knowledge 
was required when he first took up its teachii^g. The intro- 
duction of Practical Chemistry into the B. A. Honour 
Course, in Chemistry was a work of years, and did not 
amount to much as a test of practical knowledge. The 
B. Sc. Course was intended to be a really scientific course, 
stiffer than the B. A. Honour Course, and not admitting 
of being, crammed up by a mere study of books. The 
adoption of the syllabus on the table would throw the 
study of Chemistry ten years back, and require less than 
what he taught for the B. A. Honour Course. Any Board 
School in England would not regard such a syllabus 
as adequate. He was not respon‘sible for the action of the 
Syndicate in the matter. 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar moved that the Syllabus be adop- 
ted. He observed that it was not desirable to start with a 
stiff syllabus. 

Rai Chunilat Basu, Bahadur, seconded the motion, 
with the addition of * hydriodic, hydrobromic, hydrofluo- 
ric, phpsphoric, boric, sulphurous” to the acids specified 
in the Pass Course, and of “citric, <• hydrobromic, hydriodic, 
hydrofluric, boric, sulphurous” to the acids specified in the 
Honour Course. He remarked that the syllabus prepared 
by Mr. Wood which the Board modified, was stiff as 
involving knowledge of theories, quantitative work, and 
analysis of mixed acids. 

The additions were accepted by the mover. 

Mr. W. H. A. Wood opposed the adoption of the 
syllabus. It took him back to the stage at which the study 
of Chemi.stry was twenty five years ago, and ignored all 
the advance made since ; even the course for beginners, at 
the present day was more difficult, Chemistry was essen- 
tially quantitative. A much longer and harder syllabus 
h‘dfd^ as a matter of fact, been already overtaken in the 
Presidency College with creditable results. He moved 
as an amendment, that the Syllabus be referred back to 
the Chemistry Board. 

Mr. A. M, Bose seconded the amendment which was 
supported by the Hon*ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay with 
the addition that the Board be requested to report in four 
weeks. 
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The Rev. Father E. Lafont, SJ., remarked that while 
quantitative results might be demanded of B.Sc. candidates 
in the Practteal Chemistry Examination, it would be im- 
possible for them under the conditions of the Examination, 
to be accurate. 

In putting the amendment to the vote, the Hon’ble 
the President referred to the Presidency College syllabus as 
longer and involving quantitative work, and observed that 
the study of Chemistry should be so regulated as to enable 
students to work out Chemical Laws themselves. 

At this stage, the original motion was withdrawn. 

The amendment was accordingly put as a substan- 
• tive motion, and was carried. 

448. Dr. Nilratan Sarkar moved that the note at 
present appended to the list of text-books for the B. A. 
and B. Sc. Examinations, namely “ The Examination in 
Che mistry shall be on the subject as dejined by the syllabus 
and shall not necessarily be conjined to the books recom-^ 
mended to be used in studying the subject be omitted. 

Dr. Sarkar did not ^e the necessity for this note in 
connection with Chemistry when no such note was append- 
ed to the list of text-books in other scientific subjects. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the motion. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay was unable 
to support the motion. The Syllabus was a move in the 
right direction, and a similar note was appended to the 
list of text-books in Mental and Moral science. Students 
were expected to study subjects. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler supported The Hon’ble Dr. 
Asutosh Mukhopadhyay. The note was decided improve- 
ment.

Report (Jie Committee appointed to cgnsider the « Uni- 
versities Bill : — '

In submitting our Report' we have the honour, without re-(mening 

? [ue8tion8 which have already been considered by the Senate, to make the 
ollowing proposals with reference to some of the provisions of the Bill : — 

I. That ill Section 3, for the words “subject id the approval of the 
Government,’’ be substituted, the words “subject to a general pow'er of 
intervention on the part of the Government.’’ 

' We appreciate the Section as enlarging the scope of the University, 
an enlargement for which the Senate moved as far back as 1890. The 
modification ( we propose, would obviate the necessity for multiplied refer- 
ences, such as clause (</) seems to involve, which are likely to cause fre- 
quent delay, and would remove the apparent inconsistency between clause 
(o) and the power “of making provision for the instruction of students,” 
conferred bn the University in the former part of tlie Section. * 

11. That in Section 4, Sub section 1, for “five,” be suostituted 
“ten.” % 

(Five of us wore in favour of this proposal, and two against. Two of 
the members were not present.) 

III. That Section (> be so modified as to provide (a) that in forming 
.the first Senate under the new Act, if the number of Fellows is to be one 
.hundred, seventy should be nominated by the present Senate out of their 
own number, subject to the approval tif the Government, and thirty by 
the Government out of the c^xisting Fellows or from other sources ; (6) 
that for the future, the number of Follows reiiuired, should be made up 
partly by ele(;tiori and partly by nomination, the (iraduatcs electing 
twenty-five per cent., and the Faculties or tlie Senate electing fifteen per

Unless this is done, the total strtnigth of 
the Senate may be fixed at so low a figure as fifty or forty, or in fact aiw 
figure not less than thirty which is the minimum prescribed by Section VI 
of the Act of Incorporation. Tlie matter, we may add, was not voted 
upon at any meeting of the Committee, but has been left for consideration 
by the Senate. 

Para. VIII. It ma}^ perhaps be desirable to lay down that a certain 
minimum proportion {to be prescribed in the bye-laws) of teachers should 
be appointed to the Senate, the appointment being made in such a way 
as to duly safe-guard the interests of all classes of Colleges, niz., Goveni- 
ment, Aided, and Unaided Institutions. But we are opposed to a statu- 
tory provision being made for the representation of Teachers in the 
Syndicate. We would leave the Senate, reformed and reconstituted as 
it is going to be undei* the Bill, at liberty to send those to represent it 
in the Syndicate whom it considers most competent and }>est suited for 
the purpose If the Senate cannot be trusted to duly discharge this 
duty, wt do not know what work it can be trusted to do. We need not 
refer to the contingency of the provision b.nng unworkable in the case of 
two of our four Faculties, as this has alread}^ been pointed out in the 
Report. 

Para. Xlll. We would put in the words “Should the opinion of 
the Senate be in favour of the proposal” at the commencement of Sec- 
tion 24, (3i, before the words “ The Syndicate shall submit'.” This 
would put the Senate in the same position as the Syndicate and avoid 
the necessity of a reference to C overn men t when t he Senate is opposed 
to the proposal for disaffiliation.

In opening the pnoceedings, the Hon'ble the Vice- 
Chancellor said that the first duty of the Senate was to 
thank the gentlemen who had served on the Committee 
for the great care and attention they had bestowed on the 
subject and the very practical Report they had presented. 
The course he proposed to follow was to put the points of 
the Report, one by one, iTi order that the Senate might 
have the opportunity of adopting or rejecting them. In 
doing so, he would also call attention to the I^otes of 
Dissent. 

The Rev, Father E. Lafont moved : — 

That the Senate, without re-opening the questions on 
which they have already expressed their opinion at their 
meetings held on the 28th of February, and the 7th and 
14th of March, 1903, proceed to make such suggestions 
with regard to the provisions of the Indian Universities 
Bill as, in their view, would better adapt them to the re- 
quirements of education in this country. ^ 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded^he 
motion. ^ • 

Rabu Jogendranath Sen inquired whether the Seriate 
could have some assurance that the Government would 
appreciate the spirit’ of moderation which animated the 
Report. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor replied that as far 
as he knew any thing of the intention of the Government 
of India, he thought that, while the Governrn^t adhered 
, to the position they had taken up after a full ofcsideration 
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of the University questions, they wer« fully conscious of the 
many difficulties which attended the practical solution of 
these questions, and were extremely anxious* to hear the 
views* of those who were interested in the matter. 

The motion was then put to the meeting* and carried. 

The Report was then considered, each, proposal being 
dealt with separately. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved — 

That in Section 3, for the words “ subject to the ap- 
proval of the Government,” be substituted the words “sub- 
ject to a general power of intervention on the part of the 
Government.” « 

Father Lafont pointed out that the modification 
would obviate the necessity for multiplied references, such 
as clause (a?) seems to involve, ‘which are likely to cause 
frequent delay, and would remove the apparent inconsis- 
tency between clause (a) and the power “of making pro- 
vision for the instruction of students” conferred on the 
University in the former part of the Section. 

The Hon’ble Babu Saligram Singh seconded the 
motion. 

The Rev. A. P. Begg thought that the words "subject 
to the approval of the Governmerit” referred forward to 
Section 25, which provides for regulations with the sanc- 
tion of the Government. 

The motion was put to the meeting and carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved — 

That in Section 4, Sub-section i, for “five,” be substi- 
tuted “ ten.” 

Father Lafont observed that it was a big jump from 
“for life” to “for five years.” A period of five years was too 
slfort to secure interest or to draw out ability. 

Maoalavi Muhammad Yousuff, Khan Bahadur, second- 
ed the motion. 

Mr; A. C. Edwards moved, as an amendment, that 
Ordinary Fellowships be made tenable for five years. He 
thought five years were long enough, and pointed out that 
in the London University, the term of office was only four 
years. 

The^Hon’ble Mr. Justice Ameer Ali seconded the 
amendmejr^.; 
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The ReV. A. P. Begg observed that in the London 
University, four years meant a full period of four years 
whereas haV^ing regard to interruptions from furlough and 
other causes, lo years in the Calcutta University •meant 
practically five years. 

The Very Rev. Father A. Neut remarked that useful 
Fellows would be useful for life. If the very best men were 
going to be selected, there should be no necessity for the 
five years limit. 

The Hon'ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu said that the 
proposal of the Committee was intended to be a compro- 
mise. It would take a Fellow five years to acquaint him- 
self with the details of the University. It would be a pity 
to provide that he should cease to hold office, just when 
he had qualified himself for useful service. The 
five years limit was also likely to interfere with the inde- 
pendence of a Fellow. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Morrison, was in favour of life-Fellows, 
but as that was contrary to the declared policy of the Gov- 
ernment, he would supp(#rt the five years limit. He ex- 
pected an increase in the member of elected Fellows. It 
was not desirable that so long a period as ten years 
should intervene between one election and another. 

Mr. A. M. Bose observed that the limit of five years 
would not give a Fellow sufficient time to make himself 
familiar with the affairs of the University and would, it 
was feared, affect his independence. The London Uni- 
versity analogy did not hold. The electorate was differ- 
ently constituted, and the Senate, practically corresponded 
to the Calcutta Syndicate. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler suggested that while five years 
might be a proper limit for elected Fellows, ten ’^ars 
would be a proper limit for nominated members. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont’s motion was put to the 
meeting and carried. •• 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved — 

III. That section 6 be so modified as to provide 
(a) that in forming the first Senate under the new Act, 
if the numbet of Fellows is to be one hundred, seventy 
should be nominated by the present Senate dut of ^heir 
own number, subject to the approval of th^Govemment 
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and thirty by the Government out of the existing 
Fellows or from other sources ; (b) that for the future, 
the number of Fellows required, should *be made up 
partly^by election and partly by nomination, the Gradu- 
ates electing twenty-five percent, and the Faculties or the 
Senate electing fifteen per cent., subject to the approval 
of the Government, and the Government nominating 
sixty per cent ; and [c) that the elections and nomination 
should take place in the following order : — ( i ) the election 
by the Graduates, (2) the election by the Faculties or the 
Senate, and (3} the nomination by the Chancellor. 

Mr. A. C. Edwards seconded clause (a) of the 
motion. He said that he thought the principle might 
be recognised that the existing Senate should be allowed 
to have some voice in the nomina-tion of their immediate 
successors. He believed they were at least as well 
qualified for this as the general body of Graduates 
or the Faculties, while their fortysix years' service and 
experience would seem to give them a further claim not 
to be altogether excluded as a body from representation. 
The actual proportion of new Fellows to be nominated 
by the existing Senate together with their qualifications 
and the number of Teachers among such Fellows, 
should, he thought, be left for Government to prescribe. 

Babu Jogendrachandra Ghose supported the motion 
not as embodying what would be best but on the ground 
of expediency. 

The Hon'ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu pointed 
out that the present Senate consisted mostly of nomina- 
ted members, and any selection made by them would be 
a selection with full knowledge of the men. 

,.Rev. E. M. Wheeler, moved as an amendment, that 
prbvision should be made for election by the Colleges in 
addition cto the other forms of election, and that the 
el^ftion by the Colleges should take place next after the 
election by the Graduates. 

Dr. P. K. Ray seconded the amendment. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen observed that, if the Gra- 
, duates were to elect, the Professors should also be entitled 
to elect 

' Rai Chunilal Basu. Bahadur thought the amendment 
unnecessary/as the Colleges included the Graduates. 
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Babu rferambachandra Maitra contended that the 
amendment was reasonable and would be appreciated 
by the Colleges. 

Mr. A. M. Bose moved that the number of ordinary 
Fellows be ‘fixed at one hundred. He pointed out that 
the University had to provide for diverse interests and 
unless the number were one hundred, it would not be 
possible to make adequate provision for all interests. 

The Hon’hle Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded 
the motion. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen moved, as an amendment, 
that in the case of the Universities of Calcutta, Bombay 
*and Madras, .the number of Ordinary Fellows shall not 
be less than one hundre/1. 

Maulavi Muhammad Yousuff, Khan Bahadur, second- 
ed the amendment. 

Mr. A. M. Bose thereupon modified his motion so 
as to have the form, “That should the Government be 
not pleased to accept the amendment just moved, the 
number of Ordinary P'ello\^’^ be fixed at one hundj^ed."’ 

The Rev. Father. E. Lafont’s motion was carried, 
subject to the following amendments — 

(1) That provision should be made for election by 
the Colleges, in addition to the other forms of election. 

(2) That the election by the Colleges should take 
place next after the election by the Graduates. 

(3) That in the case* of the Universities of Calcutta, 
Bombay and Madras, the number of Ordinary Fellows 
should not be less than one hundred. 

(4) That should the Government be not pleibsed 
to accept the amendment 3), the number of Ordinary 
Fellows be fixed at one hundred.

The Rev. Father E. Lafont. S. J., moved — 

• 

IV. (i) That in Section 7, Sub-section 2, for clauses 
(^) and be substituted, the words “Graduates in any 
Faculty of ten years' standing or upwards.” 

He pointed out that the modification would provide 
for the inclusion, in the Register, of Gra<ftl|Ltes in the 
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Faculties of Medicine and Engineering very few ol whom 
had taken the highest degree in those Faculties while it 
would^not increase the number of Registered ‘Graduates. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded 
the motion. He pointed out that, as it stoo'd in the Bill, 
all B. L’s, being necessarily also B. A’s. would be included 
in the Register. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen drew attention to the mis- 
apprehension that students of this University began to 
graduate M.A. in the year 1867. 

Mr. A. M. Bose pointed out that the provision in the 
Bill placed the Graduates in Medicine and in Engineering 
at a disadvantage. There were only ten M. D’s. and no 
one had yet taken the highest ^degree in the Faculty of 
Engineering. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, referred also to the 
disadvantge at which the Bill placed the Graduates in 
Medicine. 

The motion was carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont,*S. J., moved : — 

^2) That in Section 7, Sub-section 2, for the words 
“ upon application made within the period of one year 
from the commencement of this Act or from the date on 
which he becomes so entitled,” be substituted, the words 
“ provided that if the application therefor is not made 
within the period of one year from the commencement 
of this Act or from the date on which he becomes so 
entitled, he shall be called upon to make such further 
payment as may be prescribed by the bye-laws to be 
made in that behalf.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu, seconded 
th^.fiotion which was carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved 

(3) That in Section 7, Sub-section 3, for the words 
“ aTi arrears " be substituted, the words “such amount as 
may be prescribed by the bye-law.s to be made in that 
behalf,” with the addition of the words “ provided that on 
payment of a composition-fee of twenty-five Rupees at 
any time, a Graduate shall be exempted from the pay- 
ment of any further fee on that account 

Mr. A. ^M. Bose seconded and Babu Jogendrachandra 
Ghose supi/^fted the motion, which was carried. 
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The Rev! Dr. J. Morrison moved : — 

That in Section 9, Sub-section i, the words ‘*or 
Graduates in” should be omitted and that in th^ same 
section Sub section 2, for the words “Members of or 
Graduates ifi the Faculty shall be qualified to elect or to 
be elected ” should be substituted the words “Members of 
the Faculty shall be qualified to elect and members of 
or Graduates in the Faculty shall be qualified to be 
elected.” 

Dr. Morrison urged that as under section 6, the 
Graduates already had the right to elect Fellows, 
they should not have a further right of election under 
Section 9. The Faculties were expected to be larger 
bodies than at present and to consist more largely of 
experts. They alone sh^uld exercise the right of election 
conferred by Section 9. 

Mr. A. C. Edwards seconded the motion. 

Babu Jogendranath Sen referred to the obscurity 
arising from the silence of the Bill in the. matter of the 
con.stitution of the Faculties. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Qiancellor explained Jhat the 
constitution •of the Faculties had been left to the Senate 
to determine by regulations. 

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Ameer Ali observed that 
that was why he had joined in the dissent. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu opposed 
the motion pointing out that the Section was only per- 
missive, and that Sub-section 2 provided sufficient safe- 
guards. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler supported Dr. Morrison’s 
motion. The operation of Section 9 might result in^^e 
Faculties being swamped by Graduates. 

The motion was lost. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved : — 

V. That in Section II, Sub-section 2, after “ Con- 
vocation ” be inserted, the words “ or a meeting of a 
Faculty.” 

The Hon'ble Maulavi Serajul Islam seconded and 
Babu Jogendranath Sen and the Rev. A. P.^Begg sup- 
ported the motion, which was carried.

He observed that if teachers were not sufficiently 
represented in the Senate the desirable representation of 
teachers on fhe Syndicate was not likely to be secured. 

Babu Jogendrachandra Ghose seconded the mention. 

Mr. A.‘M. Bose moved as an amendment— “That 
while it may bb desirable to prescribe a certain minimum 
proportion of teachers (the proportion, to be laid down 
in b^'e-laws) to be appointed as Ordinary Fellows and 
in such a way as duly to safeguard the interests of Gov- 
ernment, Aided and Unaided Colleges, respectively, the 
Senate would omit Sub-sections 2 and 3 of Section 15 of 
the Bill.” 

’ He pointed out that, without an enforcing statutory 
provision, teachers were represented on the present Syndi- 
cate in the proportion desired. Instead of hampering the 
Senate with limitations, they might be trusted to return 
teachers to the Syndicate. In connection with the 
Faculties of Law and Engineering, it might not be 
practicable to give effect to the proposed statutory pro- 
vision. • 

Dr. Nilratan Sarkar seconded the amendment which 
was carried • 

The Rev. Father Lafont moved : — 

IX. That in Section 18, after the words “if the 
Senate shall,” be inserted, the words “ by a majority of 
two-thirds of the members present at the meeting called 
therefor.” 

The Hon’ble Babu . Bhupendranath Basu seconded 
the motion which was carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont S. J., moved ; — 

X. That in Section 19, after the words “a Coyfige,” 
be inserted, the words “ or other Institution,” ana* so, 
wherever the word ‘ College ” occurs in the Bill. • 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, seconded the motion, 
which was carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved : — 

XI. (i) That in Section 21, Sub-section I, clause (b) 
the words “ and the terms on which they are engaged ” be 
omitted. 

Father Lafont observed that it would be inquisitorial 
to ask for a disclosure of the terms on whi^\the teachers 
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were engaged. The provision was entirely^ out of place* 
for example, in his own case and in that of his colleagues. 

Tjje motion was seconded by Mr. A. M. Bose, who 
remarked that it was extremely undesirable to go into the 
question of the term on which the teachers were engaged. 
There were teachers who gave their services for love, 
at any rate, without full remuneration, and the provision 
was calculated to discourage the growth of such a spirit. 
Suppose a branch of the Cambridge Mission were to 
take up the work of teaching here, on a mere pittance, 
were their services to be appraised by the Syndicate on 
the basis of the terms on which they were engaged ? 

The motion was carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved : — 

(2) That in Section 21, Sub-Section I, clause the 
words “and that due provision will be made for the re- 
sidence, supervision, and physical welfare of students ” be 
omitted. 

Father Lafont observed that he would be delighted 
if such provision could be made. • But it was impracticable, 
and attempts made in that behalf had ended only in 
disappointment 

Babu Saradacharan Mitra contended thal such a 
provision was absolutely necessary. It would apply, • of 
course, to new Colleges and not to existing Colleges. 

Maulavi Seraj-ul Islam, Khan Bahadur, opposed the 
motion. He thought the provision was of vital impor- 
tance in the interests of Mahomedap students. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler supported the motion. Unaided 
Colleges would go out of existence if such a condition was 
imposed. Let the University provide licensed houses, and 
reqy^fe students to lodge in those houses. 

Mr. ^bdur Rahman agreed in thinking that, while the 
provision was important, it was not practicable. He 
would, therefore, move for the omission of the Word “resi- 
dence” only. 

Babu Herambachandra Maitra suggested the omission 
also of the word “physical.” 

Mr. Abdur Rahman accepted the suggestion and 
moved as an amendment that the words “residence and 
physical” bj^iomitted. 
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Babu Herambachandra Maitra seconded the amend- 
ment 

* 

Dr. P. K. Ra}' pointed out that the clause purported 
only to lay down an ideal. They were all agreed that 
some such provision should be made. They were only 
apprehensive that it was not practicable. If the initiative 
were taken by the Government, other bodies would 
struggle to follow the example. 

Mr. A. M. Bose pointed out that the words “ super- 
vision ” and “ welfare ” were vague. It was onQ thing to 
lay down an ideal, but <^ite another thing to impose a 
statutory obligation. There was no such provision in con- 
nection with the London University or the Scotch Univer- 
sities, even in Oxford and Cambridge, the requirement 
was only partially met* It was for the University or 
the Government or both to undertake the duty. Section 23 
would make the provision applicable to existing Colleges 
as well as to future Colleges and, at any rate, the interests 
of iuture Colleges should be equally safeguarded. 

The amendment lost and the original motion 
carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont S. J., moved : — • 

(3) That clause V) Sub-section i of Section 21, 
be omitted. 

Mr. A. M. Bose seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved : — 

(4) That in Section 21, Sub-section i, clause (e), the 
word “ permanent"' be omitted. 

The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded the 
motion, which was carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved : - 

(5) That in Section 21, Sub-section 2, for clauses (a) 
and ( 6 ), be substituted, the words “ make such inspection 
and inquiry as may appear to them necessary.” 

Babu Jogendradiandra Ghose seconded the motion, 
which was carried.

Bajbu Jogendranath Sen seconded the motion, which 
was carried. , * 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved : — 

(2) That Section 24 be further modified by inserting 
in Sub-section 2, after the word “ shall " and before the 
words make a report to the Senate," the words “should 
they be in favour of such proposal, or should they consider 
a reference to the Senate otherwise desirable.” 

The Hon'ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded 
the motion. 

Mr. A. C. Edwards pointed out that the motion gave 
to the Syndicate a discretion which was not given to the 
Senate. It also seemed inconsistent with the motion al- 
ready carried. 

Rev. E. M. Wheeler observed that the motion was 
stultifying. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Morrison and Mr. A. M. Bose 
thought there was no inconsistency. 

The lotion was carried. 
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The Hon^ble Babu Ehvpendranatb Basu moved;— 

That at the commencement of Sub-section 3 of Section 
24 of the itill, before the words “ The Syndicate shall 
submit^’ be inserted the words, “should the opinion 6f the 
Senate be in favour of the proposal.” 

Dr. Nilratcin Sarkar seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont, S. J., moved ; — 

XIV. That in Section 26, Sub-section 2, for the 
words “after con.sultinp^ (if necessary) such persons, not 
more than three in number, as the Senate may depute in 
this behalf,” be substituted, the words “after consulting the 
Senate (if the Government consider any additions or 
alterations necessary./' 

Babu Jogendrachandra Ghose seconded the motion. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor explained that the 
power of the Senate was to remain exactly a.s it now was. 
Regulations had to be be made for a fresh start and the 
Government would allovy the Senate to make them. 
There was no desire to over- bear the University. The 
power to interfere was to be exercised only if the ^Univer- 
sity failed tS do its duty. 

The motion was carried. 

Mr. Abdur Rahman moved 

“ That the Senate do recommend that the following 
be added : — 

(I) , to Section 6, cl. [c) of Sub sections (i) and i 2 ) of 
the Indian Universities Bill: — 'Provided always that in 
making such nomination due regard shall be paid to an 
adequate representation of the religious communities which 
send their children to the Universities.' 

(II) . to Section 15, Sub-section (i), cl. {c) of the Indian 
Universities Bill : — 'Provided always that in such election 
due regard shall be paid to an adequate representatioiTof 
the religious communities which send their children to the 
Universities.’” 

Mr. Rahman urged that in forming the new Senate, 
the different religious communities should be given ad- 
equate representation. The same principle should 
regulate nominations to the Syndicate. 
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The Hon’ble Babu Bhupendranath Basu seconded the 
motion. 

]\Ir. A. M. Bose opposed the motion. He observed 
that It would be unworkable. The introduction of the 
religious test would lead to complications which were not 
desirable. 

The motion was lost. 

Babu Saradacharan Mitra moved that clause ig) of 
Sub-section i of Section 21 be omitted. 

Babu " Ramcharan Mitra seconded the motion. He 
observed that the provision ignored such Colleges as Fer- 
gusson College, which could afford to charge small fees. 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur, opposed the motion. 
He thought the provision was most salutary. 

The motion was lost. 

Dr. P. K. Ray moved : — 

That in Section 1 5, Sub-section 1, clause (c) for the 
words nine and fifteen” be sub-stituted the words 
“twelve” and “twenty” respectively. He pointed out 
that the powers of the Syndicate were going to be 
enlarged, and it was desirable that there should be a 
larger and more adequate representation on the Syndi- 
cate, both of Metropolitan and of Mofussil Colleges. 
The London Senate, which was the counterpart of 
the Calcutta Syndicate, was numerically stronger. 

Mr. A. M. Bose seconded the motion, referring to 
the numerical strength of the Syndicates of the Allahabad 
and Punjab Universities. 

The motion was carried.

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The Hon’ble Dr. Ashutosh Mukhopadhyay observed 
that the Senate could not enforce a condition which 
had Ijecome impossible of fulfilment in the* case of the 
applicants. 

The motion was carried.

Di^ Suresprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the motion 
which was carried. 

512. The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay

Examination of this University without being required 
to pass its Entrance Examination on the ground of his 
having passed the Matriculation Examination of the 
Londoif University. 

Mr. A. M. Bose seconded tfte motion, which was 
carried.

That Denzil Me Gavin, who pas.sed in England the 
the Preliminary Examination for Medical Students held 
by the College of Preceptors in .December, 1902, and has 
satisfied the requirements of the General Medical Council

^ Dr. Nilratan Sarkar seconded the motion, which was 
carried. 

514. The Hon’ble Mr. A. Pedler moved: —

the F. A. Examination of this University, without being 
r^nired to pass its Entrance Examination on the ground 
of his having passed the Senior Local Examination of the 
Cambridg/l University in 1899. ^

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the motion, 
which was carried.

518. ^aulavi Syed Shamsul Huda moved : — 

“ That the next F. A. and B. A. Examinations be 
not held during the first ten days of Moharrum. He said^ 
that the concession made by the Syndicate would only 
give (Artial relief, and urged that the Examinations 
should be timed to begin on the 30th March. 

Maulavi Muhammad Yousuff, Khan Bahadur, second- 
ed the motion, which, he observed, made a reasonable 
demand. 

The Hon’ble Mr A. Pedler^ explained that the Syn- 
dicate had already arranged not to proceed with the 
Examinations during the Gazetted Mohurrum holidays 
and two other days of the Mohurrvm. * 

The Hon'ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay pointed 
out that Mr. Huda’s motion, if accepted, would, having 
regard to the Good Friday Holidays, carry the Examina- 
tions into the second week of April thus considerably 
delaying the publication of the results to the prejudice 
in particular of candidates who intended to join the 
Medical College or the Civil Engineering College. 

Mr. A. F. M. Abdur Rahman said that while his 
personal feelings were entirely in favour of the motion he 
realised the difficulties of the situation from the Univer- 
sity point of view, and on a reference being made to him 
by, the Registrar for advice, had ascertained from the 
high priest of the Shiah Community ^that, if the la.st three 
days of the Mohurrum were observed as holidays, the 
Community would have no grievance. The Syndicate had 
accepted the suggestion, and timed the Examinations 
accordingly. Hfe would mcfve, however, that from 1905, no 
Examinations should be held during the first ten days of 
the MohuriMhi. 
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The HoA’ble the Vice-Chancellor declared the motion 
out of order at this stage. 

Mr. HuJla’s motion, on being put the meeting, was 

lost. 

519. The Registrar reported that the syllabus in 
Practical Physics for the B. Sc. , Examination, referred 
back to the Board of Studies in Mathematical and 
Experimental Physics by the Senate at their meeting 
held on the 24th January, 190J, (Minutes for 1902 03, pp. 

•405-408; was reconsidered by the Board on the ,8th August 
last, when the following Resolutions were passed : — 

Resolved - 

That the Syllabus be not adopted. 

Resolved also-- 

That the Practical Examinations in Physics for the 
B. Sc. Examination in 1906, Pass and Honours, be 
conducted on the same lines as in 1904 (page 205, Calen- 
dar for 1903), except that, in the Pass Course, the follow- 
ing Sections of the book prescribed be added, viz.. Ill, 
X— XI, XII (omitting corrections), XXl, XXXII— 
XXXIII, XLII, and except that, in the Honour Cotirse, the 
following Sections of the book prescribed, be added, viz., 
XVIII; XX, Exercise I; XXV. Exercises I, II, IV; 
XXXVI ; XXXIX. 

Resolved Further — 

That the Board recommend to the Syndicate that 
the limits of the Practical Examination for 1906, be 
prescribed also for 1905, ih supersession of the Syllabus 
announced on pages 209-21 1 of the Calendar for 1903.” 

The above Resolutions were adopted by the Sypdi- 
cate at their meeting held on the 29th August, 1903. 

Mr. G. W. Kiichler moved : — • 

“ That the report of the Syndicate with regard to the 
proposed Syllabus in Practical Physics for the B. Sc. 
Examination be not a*dopted, but that the matter be once 
more referred to the Syndicate for consideration.” 

Mr. Kuchler observed that the history of the question 
was calculated to destroy all confidence in the Board as a 
Board of experts. The Course now prescribed l^v the Board 
was grossly inadequate for the B. Sc. Examinafion. The 
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text-book was written for the Intermediate Bachelor of 
Science standard and only a third of it was appointed for the 
Pass Course, and only a half for the Honours^'Course* The 
Practical Physics Syllablus accepted by the Senate for the 
Engineering Examination aimed at a higher standard. 
Even the standard required for the Government C. Class 
Examination was not easier. He hoped that with a re- 
constituted Senate and a new set of Regulations, the 
whole scheme for the B. Sc. Examination would be re- 
modelled. 

Major D. Prain seconded the motion. 

The R.ev. Father E. Lafont observed that while, 
theoretically he was at one with the mover, he would point 
out that the Study of Experimental Science in this country 
was still in its infancy and that the conditions legitimately 
insisted on in England, were not applicable to India. 
Besides, it should be remembered that students here were 
overburdened with a large variety of subjects and could 
not be expected to attain the standard required of students 
in England with their comparatively limited number of 
subjects. 

Mr. C. Little suggested that Mr. Kiichler and Dr. 
J. C. Bose who had each been educating the University 
in the absence of the other with opposite results should 
now come to a compromise. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay pointed 
out that Mr. Kiichler’s motion, if accepted, could not, at 
the present stage lead to any practical result. The Course 
of Studies for 1905 and 1906 h4d already been appointed, 
and it was not possible to agree in time to any changes 
which Mr. Kiichler might desire to effect. He would, 
therefore, move as an amendment, that the Syndicate be 
requested to refer the matter again to the Board of 
Studies^, with a view to the preparation of Syllabus for 
the Examination of 1907. 

The Hqn^ble Dr. Gooroo Dpss Banerjee observed 
that it was noT fair to judge of our .standards by com- 
paring them peace-meal with English standards. The sub- 
jects of our B.Sc. Examination should be considered as a 
whole and if our students were required to take up a larger 
number of subjects, it would hardly do to impose upon 
them thf same standard as was expected of English 
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Students with a more limited range of subjects. Ifhje 
believed that our students were not capable of a proper 
B.Sc. Standard as a whole, he would not have a B.Sc. 
Degree for them at all. * 

The Rev. Father E. Lafont seconded Dr. Mukerji’s 
amendment, which was carried, Mr. Kiichler consenting. 

520, Mr. E. B. Havell moved — 

“That the action of the Hon’ble Mr. Pedler, as Presi- 
#dent of the Faculty of Arts, at the last meeting of the 
Faculty, in refusing to allow me, after due notioe had been 
given, to discuss the appointment of Mr. E. C. Dozey as 
^an Examiner to the University, was an infringement of the 
rights of the members of the Senate.’* 

He said that, pursuant to notice given, he moved, at 
the last meeting of the Faculty of Arts, that the Faculty 
request the Syndicate to withdraw Mr. E. C. Dozey’s 
book on Model Drawing from the list of text-books. The 
letter giving notice, had been referred to the Faculty by 
the Syndicate and placed^on the Agenda paper. He con- 
tinued, “Before I began my remarks I read out the whole 
letter without any objectiot> being raised by the President, 
the Hon’bIe*Mr. Pedler# No objection had been raised by 
the Syndicate. The whole letter was therefore before the 
Faculty and I submit I had a perfect right to discuss any 
part of it. When 1 began to refer to the appointment of 
Mr. Dozey as an Examiner, according to the notice, 
the President interrupted me and ruled that I was out of 
order without giving any reason.** He proceeded : “ After 
t*he meeting I addressed the Syndicate to enquire under 
what bye-law, regulation, or section of the Act of Incor- 
poration, a member of the Senate is debarred from calling 
attention to the appointment of an examiner after he* has 
given due notice in writing of his intention to do so. In 
reply to that letter I have been informed that the Syndicate 
cannot interfere with the action of the President of ^he 
Faculty of Arts. That Sir, I submit, was not an answer 
to my question. I did not ask the Syndicate to interfere, 
I asked for a ruling as to the rights of member of the 
Senate. I submit that the President of a Faculty has no 
authority, when a letter has been sent down by the 
Syndicate for discussion to act as censor and limit discus- 
sion to any one part of it. I now ask the Senate to say

whether they are prepared to allow their riglits of free dis*- 
cussion to be limited in this way.” He concluded : "I 
think it would be most unfortunate if the members of the 
Senate surrendered their rights of criticism and if the 
Presidents of Faculties were given the power to prevent 
the discussion of opinions which differed from their own. 
I venture to think, Sir, that the interests of education 
should never be subordinated to questions of precedent. It 
cannot be in the interests of education that the Syndicate 
or Presidents of Faculties should set up a claim to infallibi-* 
lity or to place such an important question as the appoint- 
ment of Examiners entirely beyond the pale of discussion. 
I also venture to think, Sir, that I have a special claim to be 
heard in this matter, and I confess I am at a loss to under- 
stand the persistent attempts to ignore the claim. I am 
not, however, putting the motion forward on personal 
grounds. I am only asserting the undoubted rights of 
every member of the Senate, and I believe, the best 
interests of the University.” 

Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikavi seconded the motion. 

The Hon’ble Mr. A. Pedler made the following .state- 
ment which, he said, had been accepted as ^accurate by 
three members of the Faculty to whom he had referred it 

“ The facts of the case so far as they come within my 
own knowledge and recollection are as follows : 

Mr. Havell in a letter No. 769, dated 4th November, 
1903, addressed to the Registrar, Calcutta University, 
intimating his intention of calling attention to Mr. Dozey^’s 
book pn Model Drawing which had been adopted by the 
Syndicate as a text-book for the Entrance Examination. 

also proposed to call attention to the appointment of 
Mr. Dozey as an Examiner, which appointment had, in the 
usual minner, been made by the Syndicate. Mr. Havelfs 
letter finally stated that he would move that the Faculty 
request the Syndicate to withdraw Mr. Dozey's text-book 
from the University list. 

The Syndicate's order on Mr. Havell's letter was that 
it was to be laid before the Faculty of Arts. 

The notice convening the meeting of the Faculty of 
Arts contained the following item ; — 
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“ VIL A letter from E, B. Havell Esq., A. R. C A 4 
Principal of the School of Art and Member of the Senate^ 
giving notice that at the next meeting of the Faculty of 
Arts he >yill mbve that the Faculty request the Syndicate 
to withdraw from the list of text -books prescribed for the 
Entrance Examination, the book on Model Drawing by 
Mr. E. C. Dozey." 

Mr. Havell must be presumed to have accepted this 
as a’correct version of the motion he intended to bring 
^before the meeting of the Faculty as he made no objection 
to or comment on its terms from the 23rd November to 
the date of meeting on 19th December. 

• At the meeting Mr. Havell to the best of my recollec- 
tion commenced his speech by criticising rather severely a 
large book written by Mr. Dozey and not the book referred 
to in the motion before the meeting. The Hon'ble Dr. 
Asutosh Mukerjee called the attention of the meeting to 
this fact and Mr. Havell was asked by me to confine his 
remarks to the book which had actually been prescribed by 
the Syndicate as a text-book. Mr. Havell on resuming 
his speech proceeded to attack Mr. Dozey’s qualifications as 
an Examiner and his appointment as an Examiner by 
the Syndicate. Mr. H^vell’s remarks were very personal 
and of a character unusual at meetings of this University. 
I allowed Mr. Havell at first, perhaps, more latitude in his 
speech than was advisable as I did not wish to again have 
to ask Mr. Havell to keep to his motion. I was, however, 
finally compelled to call Mr. Havell's attention to the fact 
that he was not speaking to the motion on the Agenda 
Paper and that he was criticising Mr. Dozey and not Mr. 
Dozey’s book. Mr. Havell then remarked he had given 
notice he would call attention to the appointment of Mr. 
Dozey as an Examiner by the Syndicate. * 

I tlien pointed out to Mr. Havell that specific action 
of the Syndicate such as the appointment of an Examiner 
could not be raised in the Faculty of Arts, and that flie 
only body which could review an action of the Syndicate 
of this kind was the Senate. I referred Mr. Havell for my 
authority to the Bye-Laws of the University. 

The Bye-Law referred to by me is of course Na 13 of 
those referring to the Syndicate which allows the decision 
of the Syndicate on any matter whatever to*Ve brought 
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befoi% the Senate hy any member of the Senate at one of 
its meetings. 

There is on the other hand no bye-law which allows 
any t'aculty of the University to review a decision of the 
Syndicate, and it has never been the custom to allow such 
an action in the University so far as I am aware. 

At my request, therefore, Mr. Havell then confined 
his criticisms to his views of Mr. Dozey’s smaller book 
which is the Entrance Text-Book and in the end certain 
resolutions were passed on the subject.” « 

Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur said that the statements 
of facts made by the Hon’ble Mr. A. Pedler were correct. 

The Hon*ble Dr. Asutosh Mukhopadhyay pointed* 
out that according to the rules for the conduct of meet- 
ings, a speaker was entitled only to speak to the question. 

The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor said it seemed to him 
it was unfair that the Senate should be involved in the 
discussion of such a question. Mr. Havell had had a 
grievance against the President of the Faculty of Arts. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Pedler had ^iven the reason for his 
action and he (the Vice-Chancellor) did not think that the 
Senate was called upon to pronounce any opinion in the 
matter. Unless there was a very clear case of infringe- 
ment or illegality, the decision of the Presidents of the 
Faculties on points of order should be very scrupulously 
respected by the Senate and no such decisions should be 
brought before the Senate for discussion. They had no full 
report of what took place and it was on two conflicting 
statements that the Senate we# asked to act. It was irj- 
consistent with the independence of the Faculties and 
the authority of their Presidents to raise a general discus- 
sion on these points. 

Mr. Havell’s motion was then put to the meeting 
and lost;'

590. The Ilon’ble the Vice-Chancellor having declar- 
ed the Convocation opened, the graduates of the year were 
admitted to their respective degrees in the usual manner. 

His Excellency the Chancellor then addressed the 
Convocation as follows : — 

Memkers of the Convocation of the Calcutta Univer- 
sity, — I address this assemblage tp-day in the unique posi- 
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tion of a Chancellor presiding for the sixth time in sue-* 
cession at a Convocation of the Calcutta University. 
But I also occupy the, if possible, still more unique* posi- 
tion of the last Chancellor of an old regime^ addressing 
the last Senate and the last Syndicate of an era that is 
about to disappear. There may be some who think that 
they see in the Vice-Chancellor and myself the two chief 
executioners, about to admonish their victims before lead- 
ing thti^ to the scaffold, and who may think that the posi- 
•tion is one of some painfulness and restraint. But I can 
assure this Convocation on behalf of my 'honourable 
colleague as well as for myself that we entertain no such 
•feelings. For the patient in our view is in no wise doomed 
to extinctioiT, but is about to reappear with a fresh lease, 
of life : and the instruments of the sentence hold in their 
hand not the executioner s axe, but the phial that contains 
the elixir of a new and happy resurrection. Neither, again, 
do we regard the old Senate and the old University as 
passing out of their present existence with any sentence 
of shame or disgrace recorded against them. On the 
contrary, if we look bacl? at the forty years of their exis- 
tence, there is much to be grateful for in what thgy have 
done or attempted to, do. If they have not }^et given 
higher education to India in an}^ true sense of the term, 
they have at least made it an aspiration to the best of her 
sons. Slowly but surely tliey have raised the standards 
of national morals, and they have brought to the door of 
thou.sands the wisdom and the ideals of the West. But 
like many implements that have been working for nearly 
fflfty years without a respite, their machinery has grown 
rusty and obsolete ; they have fallen into a narrow and 
stereotyped groove of work ; the quality of their out- 
put is greatl}^ inferior to its volume, and in too miny 
cases the end arrived at bears little relation to education 
at all. These are the reasons why we have ftflt called 
upon to undertake the task, familiar in every workshop#in 
the world, of taking stock of our plant, of overhauling it, 
and bringing it up *to the needs of the day. There are 
always persons on these occasions who deprecate this 
necessary and business-like proceeding, because it involves 
a shock to some interests, or some prospective risk, or even 
some positive change. We, however, on who.se shoulders 
the responsibility ha.s been laid, cannot afford to be 
deterred by these pleas. We must not be rash J^^urried 
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in. our procedure ; and assuredly, when I rergember myself 
standing no less than five years ago in this place and 
announcing the commencement of the task of which we 
are how approaching the completion — that seems to me 
about the last accusation which should be brought against 
us. We must, as far as possible, in a matter of the 
supreme national importance of education, be open to 
advice and correction, and must try to carry the commu- 
nity along with us. I say as far as possible because there 
are always some persons who do not mean to be conciliat- 
ed, and whp cavil and sneer at the very reform which they 
are one day destined to applaud. That class we may 
argue with^ but we cannot I fear placate. But it is, on 
the whole, a small one, and I prefer rather to * turn to the 
far wider section of the community with whom it has 
been my good fortune to come into contact during these 
five years of strenuous preparation and discussion : to good 
men engaged in the work or profession of teaching, but 
eating their hearts out because of the unsatisfactory con- 
ditions under which it has hitherto been carried on ; to 
officials who have seen the administrative side of the 
system, and are burning to remedy its flaws and abuses ; 
to non-^officials who look rather to the broad results, and 
have recognised that learning in* India is not making 
the progress that it should , to Native gentlemen 
who, irrespective of party politics or national feeling, 
desire to see their countrymen raised higher in the intellec- 
tual scale, who feel that, somehow or other, the soul and 
heart of the people are not giving forth all that they are 
capable of doing, and who have sufficient independence 
of thought to realise that, unless Government interferes 
to set matters right, there will be no setting right at all. 
All^ these are the classes from whom I have met with 
sympathy, co-operation, and support, and I rejoice to 
think that they, along with the Government of India, are 
the joint authors and co-sponsors of the projected 
reforms. 

One of these stands out pre-eminent. This is the 
last occasion upon which our present learned Vice- 
Chancellor, Mr. Raleigh will fill his place at these Con- 
vocations. For four years he has addressed us here 
annually in words of combined eloquence and wisdom ; 
and during ’that time he has presided over the meet- 
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ings of the Senate with a courtesy and fairness that 
have assuaged the most contentious tempers, and 
with a personal knowledge and ability that have, lent 
invaluable guidance to their proceedings. In the whole 
of the controversy upon which we have been engaged, 
and of which we are now hearing the end, I have never 
heard or read of any one who spoke an ill word of the 
Hon. Mr. Raleigh, any more that I have ever heard him 
speak ill of any one else ; and when he steps down from his 
J^ice-Chanccllor’s chair he may do so with the conscious- 
ness that his services to the cause of higher * education 
in India have been great and lasting, and that he be- 
queaths a name than which none will shifte with a 
brighter lustre on the roll of the Vice-Chancellors of this 
University. 

I do not propose to address this Convocation on the 
present occasion on the provisions of the Universities Bill. 
That measure is now before the Select Committee of the 
Legislative Council and in what form it may ultimately 
emerge I cannot tell. I sl^iH have opportunities of speak- 
ing upon the matter and of defending the attitude of the 
Government, if it requires defence, later on. Nof do I 
think that tfte present fiudience, which contains so many 
young men who have just taken their degrees, and who 
have not familiarised themselves with the polemics of 
public life — at least I hope that they have not — would be 
altogether the most suitable for the purpose. 

I would like, however, to address the.se young men 
foi^ a few moments and fo ask them and their seniors at 
the same time — for m)* remarks will be equally applicable 
to botli — if they have at all realised what it is, or at least, 
what it ought to be, to belong to a University ; and if* I 
can get .them to understand this, then they will be in a 
better frame of mind on some other occasion, wf/bn the 
Universities Bill is being discussed in the Legislative 
Council or in the Pre.ss, to realise what it is that we are 
struggling for and why’we take so much trouble, and are 
willing to fight so many battles, in the pursuit of our aim. 

I daresay that to many of this audience the University 
means nothing more than the final stage in a long and 
irksome series of examinations in which they have been 
engaged ever since the\' were young boys. It has..#%rhaDs. 
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something rather grander and bigger abo^t i^ than any 
educational institution that they have known before, 
because it is in the capital of India, and possesses this 
great^hall, and still more because it is the dispenser of th^ 
gown and the hood that signify academic rank, and carry 
with them the coveted initial^ that are the passport in 
Ii)dia to so many places and occupations. But the name, 

I daresay, suggests to them no other associations ; it 
inspires few ambitions ; it is invested with no romance. 
In hundreds of cases the^connection of the student with 
the University, as distinct from the College where he has*^^ 
attended, is nothing beyond the sheets of paper on which 
are printed the questions which he is called upon to 
answer, and the slip of parchment on which he receives ^ 
the diploma that records his success. 

It is because we want to make the University some- 
thing better and more substantial, better than a mere shell ‘ 
with no kernel inside it, and more substantial than a 
name, that we have undertaken these reforms. What 
ought the ideal University to ^be in India, as elsewhere ? 
As the name implies, it ought to be a place where all 
knowledge is taught by the best teachers to all who seek 
to acquire it, where the knowledge uo taught Is turned to 
good purposes, and where its boundaries are receiving a 
constant extension. If I may borrow a metaphor from 
politics, there is no .scientific frontier to the domain of 
knowledge. It is the one sphere where territorial expan- 
sion is the highest duty instead of an ignoble greed. Then 
the ideal University that we are contemplating should 
centrally situated ; it should be amply and even nobly 
housed ; it should be well equipped, and it should be hand- 
sonjely endowed. In these conditions it would soon create 
an atniosphere of intellectual refinement and culture, a moral 
quality and influence would spring within it, and traditions 
of reverence would grow up like creepers round its walls. 
Thus you see that the ideal University would consist of 
two aspects. It would be a place for the dissemination 
of knowledge and the encouragement of learning ; and it 
would further be a human smithy where character was 
forged in the furnace of experience, and beaten out on 
the anvil of truth. Which of these two aspects is the 
more iniportant I need not here discuss. A good deal 
depend^^ the state of moral and intellectual develop- 
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ment of the ^race that is being educated there, and some- 
thing also on the needs of the country concerned. But 
no good University, and certainly no ideal University, 
can exist without playing both parts. * 

Now, having drawn my sketch, if you ask me whether 
we have got this University here, or anywhere in India, 
the answer is unmistakably, No. We are without the 
traditions, for the oldest University in India is not yet 
half a century old ; we have not the environment or the 
atmosphere — they cannot be •created in twice that time : 
we lack the buildings, the endowments, the teachers, the 
scholarships, the funds. It would be easy for any critic 
to contend that our Universities are no more than examin- 
ling boards, #our colleges schools of a highter grade, our 
courses a text-book at one end and a note-book at the 
other. I would not dispute with him if he went further 
and said that the pursuit of knowledge for its own sake, 
or for the training of character, is only in its infancy, and 
that, while we trim the wick of the intellect with mechani- 
cal accuracy, we have hardly learned how to light up the 
lamp of the soul. # 

But are we, therefore, to sit still or be dismayed ? 
Are we, nert to mak^ a beginning, or to foster such 
beginning — and I think that it clearly exists — as has 
already been made? Lord Beaconsfield once said that it 
is a holy thing to see a nation saved by its youth. Yes, 
it is ; but there is a holier thing still, and that is to save 
the youth of a nation. I wonder how many of the good 
go to meetings and denounce the Government 
the death-knell of higher education in India — 
and other tropes of that description — pause to think that 
you cannot ring the death-knell of that which in the true 
sense of the term has never been born. Is there* a 
thoughtful man in India who does not know that if we go 
on as we are now doing, education in this country* instead 
of becoming higher must become lower ; and that the best 
education will continue, as now, to be the monopoly of 
the few, instead of being increasingly diffused among the 
classes who are worthy of it ? Our purpose, therefore, is not 
destructive but constructive. We have to save the rising 
generation of India from walking in false paths and to guide 
them into right ones. No Government can do this by itself, 
and no law that can be placed upon the Statute g£ok wjll 


people who 
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effect it. But Government can provide thtf opportunity, 
and the law can supply the means ; and then the respon- 
sibility will rest with others, both of your race and mine, 
for taking advantage of them. 

If, then, we have not got the ideal University, and 
are not in a position by a stroke of the pen to create it, 
at least let us render it possible in the future. The 
material is here in abundance ; the teachers are available 
or can be procured ; the system alone is at fault. I can 
see no reason why India sho'uld not 'pne day rise to the 
conception *of a University, not perhaps as advanced as 
that which I sketched a few moments ago, but immeasur- 
ably higher* than anything at present existing in the 
country ; a University which shall gather* around it 
collegiate institutions proud of affiliation and worthy to 
enjoy it ; whose students, housed in residential quarters 
in close connection with the parent University, shall 
feel the inner meaning of a corporate life ; where the 
governing body of the Universit}' shall be guided by ex- 
pert advice, and the teachers shall have a real influence 
upon teaching ; where the coursed of study shall be framed 
for the development, not of the facile automaton, but of 
the thoughtful mind ; where the processors wilitdraw near 
to the pupils and mould their characters for good ; and 
where the pupils will begin to value knowledge for its own 
sake, and not as a means to an end. I should like to see 
this spark of the sacred fire that has been brought across 
the seas lit in one or two places at least before I leave the 
country, and I would confidently leave others to keep 
alive the flame. • ^ 

I think that amid much of doubt and discouragement 
we may see the signs of better day. The most thought- 
ful Indians know how urgently it is required. The best 
Europeans are ready to help it on. Both realisfe that 
only by co-operation can the end be attained. It would 
be absurd to argue that education is a matter for Govern- 
ment only. That is not the meaning of Government 
supervision or Government control. Education is the 
interest of the whole people : and under the new system 
we shall want the co-operation of the Indian just as much 
as under the old. But it is the best Indian that we shall 
want just^s ,much as the best European, and, in my view, 
we .shall^btain him. All his ideals are summed up in 
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making education a reality for his countrymen. Other- 
wise what will India become ? Our interests are the same, 
for an ignorant India is a discontented India, while the 
really well-educated Indian is also the best citizen. 'It is 
because these truths to me are so self-evident that amid 
the noisy warfare of worck, and even of aspirations, I 
decline to lose heart, and once more at this last Convoca- 
tion of the old University elect to take my stand on the 
platform of confidence and faith. If to any my words 
seem riddles or the future dark and the way long, let me 
*quote to him our English poet’s assurance, which in many 
much worse storms has given solace to others as it has 
done to myself — 

• 

Say not the struggle naught availeth, 

The labour and the wounds are vain, 

The enemy faints not, nor faileth, 

And as things have been they remain. 

If hopes were dupes, fears may be liars, 

It may be, in yon smoke concealed, 

Your comrades chase e'en now the fliers, 

And, but for you, possess the field. 

• 

For while the tired waves, vainly breaking. 

Seem here no painful ioCh to gain, 

Faf back, though creeks and inlets making. 

Comes silent, flooding in, the main. 

These words contain the hope, the consolation, and 
the prayer of every man who is struggling for the reform 
of education in this country. 

The Hon. the Vice-Chancellor, then addressed the 
Convocation as follows 

Your Excellency, Your Honour, and Members of the 
University,— Since our last Convocation, the Senate has 
lost seven of its members by death. I mention them* in 
the order of their .seniority as Fellows. The career of 
Syed Mahmud belongs to the history of the* United 
Provinces. At our meetings here we shall miss the 
venerable figure of Dr. Macdonald ; his writings preserve 
for us a part, but onfy a part, of his curiously minute 
knowledge of men and things. The life of Babu Hem* 
Chandra Banerjee was remarkable in this respect that he 
won distinction both as a lawyer and as a poet. 
When Sir William Blackstone deserted Oxford. for the 
Bar he wrote those polished verses entitled TheJ^aipyet^s 
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Farewell to his Muse, ^ It was reserved fol Hemchandra 
to show that the labour and strife of a VakeeVs existence 
need not exclude the cultivation of letters^ Rai Radhika- 
prasanfia Mukherjee, Bahadur, was known to your Lord- 
ship as an indefatigable worker in the cause of primary 
education. Vidyaratna U. C. Mukerjee was one of our 
medical officers in Bengal. Raja Sir Amir Hasan, Khan 
Bahadur, K. C. I. E., was a leading Taluqdar in Oudh, and 
a valuable friend to Government in a time of great stress 
and difficulty. No one in this assembly needs to be re^ 
minded of the loss to the University and to the City by 
the death of Maharaja Sir Narendra Krishna, K. C. I. E. 

We lose by retirement four of our European Fellows; 
and it would not be easy to select four men whose public 
service would cover a wider field of intellectual effort. 
Sir John Eliot, a Cambridge mathematician, has organised 
meteorological inquiry in this country : Mr. Grierson has 
taken all linguistic knowledge to be his province : Mr. 
Griesbach knows all that is under the soil of India, and 
Colonel Hendley all the arts whjch are cultivated by those 
who dwell thereon. I look round among the graduates 
of to-day, and I call for volunteers to fill these four places 
in the Senate. c » 

I cannot, here and now, make any adequate acknow- 
ledgment of your Excellency’s kindly and generous 
reference to myself. The period of my service to the 
University hgis been brief, and the service itself has been 
imperfect. Every academic generation describes itself 
as a period of transition, and we who have lived through 
the events of the last four years have some justification 
for the familiar phrase. It is to me a matter for con- 
gratulation and also of regret that the years of my Vice- 
Chancellorship have been years of much controversy. 
For congratulation, because life becomes more worth living 
when one is permitted to take part in the discussion of 
gfeat issues keenly contested ; for regret, because the 
argument has tamed mainly on cons'titutional changes and 
it has often led us away from the more directly educa- 
tional interest of our work. Even on these Convocation 
days, I have been compelled to make more or less 
combative speeches, to interpose some necessary explana- 
tion or defence of the policy of Qovernment. To-day I 
wish tjpsout that controversy on one side. # However 
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widely we difer on questions of policy and itifethod, wt 
are at one in our desire to enlarge the intellectual horizon 
of our students, to opien out the paths of research and 
inquiry, to make each of the Indian Universities a dentre 
of light and leading for the province to which it belongs. 

What, then, is the end and aim of the studies which 
lead up to the degrees which the University has just 
conferred ? One may say, in the words of John Stuart 
Mill, that our object is “ the formation of capable and 
♦cultivated human beings/* 1 would ask you who are now 
graduates to consider in the first place whether we have 
succeeded in making you capable men. You who are 
Jicensed to practise medicine and surgery — can you advise 
with the cctifidence of men who know their work ? Can 
you act promptly and cautiously, and with some reason- 
able certainty, that you are not endangering the lives 
entrusted to your care ? You who are Bachelors of Law — 
when some litigant trembling for his property or his 
reputation puts his case into your hands, do you feel sure 
of being able to deal with the law and the facts ; can you 
decide what to say in argument, and what prudence or 
honesty forbids you to say ? Xhese ^re searching questions 
to put to yoijng professional men , even those of \is who 
have been travelling some time on the highroad of life 
may admit some doubt as to the answer we should have 
to give, if we were living in the Palace of Truth. Remem- 
ber, I am not putting these questions in order to 
discourage you. You must count on making mistakes at 
first, but if you be capable men, you will make a limited 
ntimber of blunders, and never the same blunder twice. 

And, again, I would ask you to consider whether the 
Calcutta University has made you cultivated men. You 
are Bachelors or Masters of Arts — that may mean only 
that yoy remember enough of certain books to pass certain 
examinations. But have you cultivated friendly relations 
with the great writers whom you study ? Can you digq^t 
and assimilate a book, so that the reasoning and the mode 
of expression become*a part of your own mind ? Should 
we discover from the style of your papers, or from your 
ordinary conversation, that students who go to Calcutta 
Colleges are making a profitable use of their time ? These 
also are questions not to be answered without reflection. 
If you have any misgivings, if you know that* j^u have 
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been thinking too much of examinations an(i too little of 
wisdom, I would remind you that you still possess the 
inestimable advantage of youth. Life is before you, and 
your studies here have A least given you a kind of sketch- 
map of knowledge, and indicated the lines which you may 
follow in your own independent inquiries. 

At your age (I am speaking to the new graduates) 
cultivation is even more important than capacity. You 
will have to learn your business, whatever it is by practice, 
but whether you learn it wdl or ill or may depend upon^ 
the extent ' to which the general powers of your mind 
have been called out and disciplined. Let me give you a 
practical illustration. Most students of law know the 
name of Mr. Joshua Williams, the author of certain . well- 
known books, a learned conveyancer who imparted the 
elements of his art to a long succession of pupils. Mr. 
Williams said once that if he had two pupils, one who had 
spent five years as a junior clerk in a lawyer*s office, the 
other a good Oxford or Cambridge man with no knwledge 
of Igiw, he would give the University man six weeks to 
overtake and pass his competitol. If the University has 
taught you to think, forms and details will fall into their 
right places and you will seize at once the es^ntial princi- 
ples of your special subject 

You will not, of course, imagine that I am setting up 
what is called success in life as the end of education. The 
whole character of the University would be lowered if it 
failed to provide a place, and an honoured place, for those 
abstract kinds of knowledge which cannot be turned in^o 
gold mohurs. But even when we apply the utilitarian 
test, even when we ask which of our students are most 
likely to attain success, we come round to this, that the 
maVi with the best general training is the man who will do 
us credit in the long run. If we hold firmly to this princi- 
ple, we Have a clue to guide us through what has been 
espied the Conflict of Studies ; we perceive that the studies 
of the University are to be valued and compared as instru- 
ments of mental discipline. To give but one example : in 
the conflict which is always in progress between the friends 
and the critics of classical education, I should range my- 
self at once and without hesitating on the classical side, 
because I believe that the English student who receives 
His traiijj^g through Greek and Latin, the Indian student 
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who has made a thorough study of Sanskrit or Arabic, has 
had the benefit of an intellectual discipline such as 
cannot be obtained in any way. Some points 

I think we. must concede to the critics. We may admit 
that much time is wasted in schools and colleges when the 
unwilling and the indifferent are forced by mechanical 
methods through all the intricacies of classical philology. 
Mr. Arthur Balfour has recently told us that he spent his 
whole time between the ages of eight and eighteen, 

^ on Greek and Latin, and that •when he went to Cambridge 
his chief object was to induce the University tef teach him 
something else. Among the Bachelors of to-day there 
may be some unwilling Sanskritists who sympathise with 
* this ingenuous confession. But if the time should come 
when Sanskrit literature is neglected because it is not of 
immediate use at Calcutta in the twentieth century, the 
University will be descending to a lower plane and aban- 
doning the high place which its founders intended to claim 
for it. 

In offering this defence of classical studies, I am 
compelled to challenge the doctrine of an eminent writer, 
recently lost to the scientific world. Mr. Herbert Spencer, 
as all his recfders know, •set but a small value on the studies 
of our English Universities. He points you to the immense 
body of facts collected by observation and experiment 
in modern times, and he tells you that the time has come to 
turn from the study of words to the study of things. With 
all respect for the memory of the devoted servant of truth, 
1 venture to say that this is^ a distinction without a difference. 
You cannot understand or*explain things: you cannot record 
or communicate or test your knowledge of things, unless 
by the instrumentality of words. The man who reasons 
most accurately is the man who gives each word its proper 
value, and the value of a word is not ascertained^ by the 
microscope or the test-tube. History an literature must help 
us to determine how the word came to mean what it ddes 
mean. One might, saiva reverentia^ suggest that Herbert 
Spencer’s own writings afford and illustration of this truth. 
If Mr. Spencer had gone to Oxford, he would have known 
fewer facts^ he would have written less, but he would have 
written better, and the foundation of his philosophy 
would have been more securely laid if he had begun life 
as a disciple of Aristotle. 
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Streaking in this place four years ago, I fittempted to 
show that English is, at least from the Indian student’s 
point, of view, a classical language. We have to vindicate 
its position in this regard, for in learning a modern lan- 
guage, one comes to the practical application at once, 
and the standard of scholarship may suffer. You should 
not read Burke or Shakespeare as you read the English 
correspondence in an office ; you must study them as you 
study a great building, where the general design can only 
be understood when you ha^e mastered every detail. The < 
problem of ‘literary education is this : how to make our 
students critical without making them prematurely scepti- 
cal ; to put them on their guard against what is false or ^ 
pretentious, and at the same time to keep alive- the whole- 
hearted admiration which the best work inspires in those 
who ha\e been taught to understand how difficult all 
good work is. 

I have dwelt at some length on the classical side of 
higher education, the only side on which I can claim 
to possess even a student’s^ k?;\owledge of the subject. 
When I took my degree at Oxford, Natural Science was 
only beginning to be recognised there, and the University 
placidly allowed me to forget all the mathematics I had 
learned elsewhere. I sometimes receive pathetic represen- 
tations from young gentlemen who would like to see the 
same easy rule established at Calcutta. With a kind of 
modest pride they inform me that they are incapable of 
understanding mathematical propositions. If they knew 
my intellectual deficiencies, they would no doubt argup 
that students should not be compelled to cope with diffi- 
cult subjects of which the Vice-Chancellor knows little 
or nothing. I have the impression that the mathe- 
matical discipline of our Colleges is often much too 
mechanical ; and this University has not taken pains to 
make tlie mathematical part of our curriculum what it 
ought to be. Subject to that remark, I would ruthlessly 
dismiss all proposals to dispense with mathematics and 
science. In the present age of the world, science speaks 
with authority on matters which are of interest to us as 
citizens, as professional men, or as officials. A student 
is not equipped for the intellectual battle of life if he 
leaves College without even an elementary knowledge 
of thoseiRifocesses of calculation, mensuration and tabula^ 
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tion which enable us to attain to an exact understanding 
of the laws of the physical universe. 

I have left myself no time to speak of other studies 
to which the University may extend a protecting and 
guiding hand. My earnest ^ho[>e is, that Calcutta may 
yet do much for the study of Indian history, that’she may 
continue to send out a succession of able men, natives of 
India, to explore every nook and corner of this vast 
country, and to speculate soberly on the cause of things ; 
%ood citizens whose aim it will be to give India a high 
and honourable place among the countries of the world. 

, In a short time, I shall resign my oflRcse into tlie 
hands of th^ Chancellor and pass into the ranks of ex- 
Vice-Chancellors. My duties here have been rendered 
easy and pleasant by the co-operation of my colleagues 
in the Syndicate ; they have deepened and strengthened 
my friendly regard for the teachers in our Colleges and 
for the students who live under the shadow of our 
examination system. If I have any mistakes to confess, 
or lost opportunities to Remember with regret, you will 
pass that over for the moment, and allow me to wish you 
all a cordial ^nd grateful farewell. 

591. The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor then declared 
the Convocation closed and the procession left the hall in 
the same order, in which it entered.

I HAVE the honour to report that the Accounts of the General 
Fee Fund, the Reserve Fund and the various Endowment Funds of the 
Caloutta Univorsity for the year ended June 1903, have been audited on 
my behalf and found oorract, 
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2. The receipts of the GenenU Fee Fund for the year amounted 
to Rb. 2,69, ldO-43-1 and the charges to Rs. 2, 75, 9^-1 1-2 which inolud- 
ded^a contribution of Rs. 20,152’2‘0 to the ^serve Fund. A transfer 
from the Reserve Fund was made durinu the year to the extent of Rs. • 
19,716-7-7, which not only enabled the Fund to wipe off the debit balance 
of Rs. 4,038-7-7 with which it opened on’ Ist July, 1902, but placed it in a 
position to • close with a credit balance of Rs. 8,886-1-11 on 30th June, 

3. The Reserve Fund closed on 30th June, 1903, with a balance of Rs. 
5,75,000 in Government Securities. The contribution from the Fee Fund 
together with the interest realised from the investment was utilised for 
the purchase of Government Securities to the nominal value of Rs. 20,000 
and in the transfer of Rs. 19,716-7-7 to the Fee Fund. 

4. Under the head Endowment Funds, two new Endowments have 
been added during the year as follows : —

704. Mr. E. B. Havell, laid before the Seriate, and 
drew their attention to three Reports on Mr. E. C. Dozey’s 
" Model Drawing,’* viz., one from Cecil Bifrns, Esq., R.B. A., 
Principal' of the Bombay School of Art, another from 
Percy Brown, Esq., A.R.C.A., Principal of the Mayo 
School of Art, Lahore, and a third from himself and 
moved — 

(i) That the Senate, having considered the adverse 
opinions of the three highest expert authorities on art teach- 
ing in India, recommend the Syndicate to withdraw the 
book from the University list. 
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(2) Thaj; the Senate is of opinion that Mr. E. C. Dozey 
does not possess sufficient qualifications for an Examiner* 
ship to the University in the subject of this text-boak. 

Mr. Havell urged, in support of his motions, that the 
Syndicate, had paid no heed to his protests against the 
text book ; that though, sft the request of the Faculty 
of Arts, they had made a reference in respect of the text- 
book, they had referred it to a single gentleman, whose 
name, again, the President of the Faculty would not, 
when questioned at a meeting of the Faculty, disclose ; 
that no necessity had arisen for appointing Mr. Dozey 
as an Examiner in Drawing ; and that the Syndicate had 
persisted in retaining him as an Examiner, though he 
(Mr. Havell) had declined to be associated with him as 
Examiner. 

Babu •Debaprasad Sarbadhikari seconded the mo- 
tions, demanding that the error made, should not be 
persisted in. 

Raja Pyarimohan Mukerjee supported the motion 
pointing out that effect^ might be given to them without 
any inconvenience to the students. 

The Hon’ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay moved the following 
amendment*: — • 

That Mr. Havell’s letter be remitted to the Syndicate 
and that the Syndicate be requested to report to the 
Senate on the points raised therein. 

The Hon'ble Dr. Mukhopadhyay pointed out that 
Mr. Dozey’s “ Model Drawing had been adopted by the 
Syndicate on the recommendation of the Professor of 
Drawing in the Civil Engineering College, who, at the 
time, represented the Faculty of Engineering on the 
Syndicate, At the request of the Faculty of Arts, 'the 
Syndicate had sipce referred the book, with Mr. Haveirs 
criticisms, to a gentleman for report. This gentleman 
had not yet submitted his report, and thus the question 
was still pending before the Syndicate. It was for the 
Senate to consider ’whether they should, at this stage, 
force the hands of the Syndicate by taking such action 
as Mr. Havell would suggest. 

Dr. Gooroo Dass Banerjee interposed that the pro- 
cedure would be in contravention of bye-l^w 14 of the 
Bye-laws of the Syndicate.

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The HonT>le Dr, Mukhopadhyay proceeded to ex- 
plain the circumstances under which additional Exami- 
'ners imd to be associated with Mr. Havell, who used, at 
one time, to be sole Examiner, and pointed out that Mr. 
Dozey*s work as an Examiner had been finished. ^ 

Mr. H. M. Rustomjee Seconded the amendment, 
which was carried, Mr. Havell accepting it on the under- 
standing that something will bi done beiore the next 
Entrance Session.

The* usual Examinations have been held during the 
year in Arts, Law, Medicine and Engineering; and a 
tabular statement is appended, showing the results and 
affording a comparison with the results of the previous 
year. The total number of candidates who appeared at 
this year’s Examinations was* 14,677 against 14,888 in the 
previous year. 

The number of candidates registered for the Entrance

Eatrance Ejamination. 7106, of whom 3262 passed, 

3731 failed, 109 were absent, and 4 were expelled. Of the 
successful •andidates, 601 were placed in the First Division, 
1248 in the second, and 1413 in the Third. Of the 
3731 candidates who failed, 3173 were rejected in English, 
1383 in Mathematics, 930 in the Second Languages, 1533 
in History and Geography, and 145 for not obtaining the

The authorities of the Schools in the ahpve li&t were 
warned, that if they failed to show better results at the 
next Examination, the names of their schools wo\|ld be 
removed from the list of recognised Institutions qualifieid 
to send up candidates to the Entrance Examination. 

At the Entrance Examination held in March, 1904, 
there were 7,421 candidates. 

The number of candidates registered for the First 
Examination in Arts held in March, 
1903 was 4,050 of whom 1,321 passed,

mendation of the Faculty of Law. In the eS^ent of his 
appointment being cancelled, the Senate shall take steps 
for the appointment of a lecturer in his place.” 

1. The following changes in the Regulations of 
the University adopted by th^ Senate at their meeting 
held on the 23rd August, 1902 have been approved by His 
Excellency the Governor-General of India in Council.: — 

{%) Paragraph *2 of the Regulations for the Examination for Honours 
in Medicine (Calendar for 1908, page 7*2) has been altered as follows : — 

“2. The Examination shall take place annually at such time 
as the Syndicate may, from time to time, appoint, and shall be conducted 
by means of written papers and practical tests.” 

TJie above change mill come into operation at and from the Examina- 
tion in 1904^ 

‘ (it) In the form of application for 'admission to the Entrance 
Examination on page 94, Calendar, 1903, after the heading Entrance 
Examination,” the following words have been added : — 

V Form of application to he used only by candidates who appear as 
students of a High School recognised by the Galcntta University.'"’ 

{Hi) Paragiaph 2 of the Regulations for the First Examination in 
Engineering (page 74, Calendar, 1903) has been modified as follows 

Any undergraduate of the University may be admitted to this 
Examination, provided he has prosecuted a regular course of study in 
a School of Engineec^g affiliated to the University for five years after 
passing the Entrance Examination, or for three years after passing the 
F. A. Examination.” 

{w) The following sentence has been omitted from paragraph 2 of 
the above Regulations : — •

shall be admitfed to the F. E. Examination after two years’ study in 
a School of Engineering affili^j^ to the University.” 
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(v) Paragraph 2 of the Regulationa for Lioenoe in Engineering (page 
Calendar, f903) has been alteied as follows 

Any undergraduate of the University may be admitted^ to this^ 
Examination on producing a certificate from the Head of an Inslitntion 
affiliated up to the L. E. standard in Engineering showing that he has 
prosecuted a regular course of study for one year after passing the 
First ExaiAlnatiott in Engineering.” 

(vi) Paragraph 2 of the B. £. Regulations (page 85, Calendar, 1903)
